Dem ocratic Candidates for Governor 
D eclare Them selves in Favor of 
Prohibition—One Exception 


Oklahom a City, Ok., June 17.—An­ 
other prohibition fight in Oklahom a 
is im m inent. 
The 
initiated 
petition, signed 
by 
about 70,000 electors, asking th a t the 
governor call an election for the sub 
m ission of a m easure proposing to re­ 
peal the prohibition ordinance of the 
constitution, which Gov. H askell re­ 
fused to officially receive, was re­ 
ferred to the Attorney G eneral today 
by secretary of state C ross for the 
preparation of a ballot title. 
The governor having 
refused 
to 
call a special session, the proposition 
under the law, will be subm itted at 
the general election in November. 
The Sons of -Washington, a per­ 
sonal liberty organization composed 
of 
local 
chapters 
throughout 
the 
state, will wage the fight for resub­ 
m ission. 
The Anti-Saloon League is orga­ 
nized to oppose it. 
The dem ocratic candidates for Gov. 
ernor have declared them selves for 
prohibition, 
w ith 
the 
exception 
of 
L. P. Ross, and resubm ission is be­ 
coming an issue in the cam paign for 
m em bers of the legislature. 


How B allot Title Reads. 
W. D. Cardw ell, attorney for the re­ 
subm ission petitioners, obtained from 
the A ttorney G eneral in G uthrie to­ 
day a ballot to the initiated propo­ 
sition proposing to repeal state-wide 
prohibition and substitute local option 
and high license. 
The question, he 
says, will be subm itted to the vot­ 
ers at the general election in Novem­ 
ber. The ballot title reads: 
“ Purpose to amend Sec. 7, Art. I, 
of th e constitution and provide for 
the licensed sale of intoxicating li­ 
quors in incorporated cities, tow ns 
and villages, after an election to de­ 
term ine w hether said m unicipalities 
shall license the sale of liquors to 
be consum ed on the prem ises, at cost 


of $2,000 per year, and the sale in 
original packages not to be there con­ 
sumed, at cost of $500 per year for 
each license, with restrictions as to 
Sunday and m id-night closing, pro­ 
hibiting treatin g and other restric­ 
tions, and repeal the present separate 
article 
of 
constitution 
relating 
to 
prohibition adopted at statehood.’'

Citj Is Amazed. 
The city, was amazed at the day’s 
startlin g rapid-fire developm ents. It 
will be difficult to analyze the con­ 
flicting sentim ent of the community. 
Apparently the issue is between Blot 
and the governor* but no one regards 
th at as m ore than a m anifestation of 
the real elem ents in conflict. Ever

Reno W ants the Contest. 
Despite the fact th at Tex Rickard 
positively stated early today th at the 
Jeffries-Johnson fight would be held 
in Goldfield, Nev., the sporting world 
is unconvinced. There is a lingering 
suspicion, 
and

strong one, th at 
Reno will be the battle ground. Rick­ 
ard ’s announcem ent was made this 
m orning on receipt of

telegram 
from M aurice Sullivan, a m erchant 
of Goldfield. It contained an offer of 
$120,000 for the fight, and Rickard, 
w ithout a m om ent’s hesitation, de­ 
clared for Goldfield. 
The prom oter, however, knows the 
danger and inconvenience of definite 
statem ents. 
He im m ediately quali­ 
fied his decision with the phrase of 
if no higher bid is received from a 
Nevada tow n.” (No sooner had the 
word of R icard’s action reacher Ne­ 
vada than the w ires were burdened 
with 
m essages of protest and en­ 
treaty from Reno and Ely. R ickard’s

was not given in the federal court 
today on the application of a citizen 
property ow ner of G uthrie for in­ 
junction to restrain rem oval of the 
seat of governm ent to Oklahoma City, 
owing to non-arrival of Judge Ralph 
E. Campbell of the Eastern D istrict 
of Oklahoma, who is to preside. By 
agreem ent of counsel, hearing was 
postponed until M onday at 9 a. rn. 
Proceedings in the federal court Is 
based upon validity of th e’ 1913 clause 
in the Oklahoma enabling act, which 
the Constitutional Convention adopt­ 
ed by ordinance irrevocable. In the 
m eantim e Attorney General W est who 
returned this afternoon from O kla­ 
homa City, gave instructions to a r­ 
range data upon which will he pre­ 
pared the G overnor’s application to 
the Suprem e Court of the state for a 
writ of prohibition* against the state 
district court. Attached to the ap­ 
plication, which will probably be fil­ 
ed tom orrow , will be a certificate 
from the state election board, show­ 
ing results of the June l l election, 
and upon which Gov. H askell issued 
his proclam ation in Oklahom a City 
last night declaring th at the initiated 
bill had been adopted. 


Question of Jurisdiction. 
It is understood th at application to 
the Suprem e C ourt will 
raise 
the 
question of jurisdiction of the state 
district court to consider the liti­ 
gation and particularly th at the court 
has no jurisdiction over the gover­ 
nor in the perform ance of political 
acts. 
It 
is 
questionable 
w hether 
will 
be included the other states officers, 
since it is stated th at the argum ents 
before Judge Huston developed that 
the court would have jurisdiction of 
all state officers other than the gov­ 
ernor. 
Stories coming from Oklahom a City 
indicate th at Gov. H askell and oth­ 
ers believe the Federal court will not 
assum e jurisdiction of the contro­ 
versy because the state court has 


already 
done so, and 
reference is 
made to the holding of federal Judge 
Cotteral in the case of Sm ith against 
the state Banking Board in adjudica­ 
tion of the lae Columbia Bank* and 
T rust company. The district court of 
Oklahoma 
County 
designated 
state 
Bank Commissioner Young as nom in­ 
al receiver of the property for the 
state, causing the federal court to 
refrain 
from 
interfering, 
assum ing 
that there would be a proper dis­ 
bursem ent of the assets, and in do­ 
ing so followed the case of the Wa- 
ters-P ierce Oil Company against the 
state of Texas in the United States 
suprem e court. A ttorneys for G uth­ 
rie point out that there is nothing 
here indicating a receivership, but a 
property right, which rests upon a 
Federal question of w hether the 1913 
clause 
in 
the 
Oklahoma 
enabling 
act is binding.

MAIL ROBBERIES UNEARTHED. 


Valuable Packages Fouud Under Old 
Depot Platform. 
San Antonio, Tex., June 17.—'Post­ 
office Inspector C. B. Anderson re­ 
turned yesterday from Kennedy and 
reports a systematic robbery of the 
mails was discovered there when the 
platform of the old passenger depot 
of the San Antonio & Aransas Pass 
Railway was torn away. Many pack. 
ages were found which 
were 
lost 
Christmas. 
A quantity of jewelrp 
was recovered. The, Federal authori­ 
ties are working on the case. No ar­ 
rests have been made. 


The recent death of Sir George 
Newnes, propriteor of the Westmin­ 
ister Gazette, founder of the company 
owning Tit-Bits and the Strand Mag­ 
azine and donor of the international 
chess trophy bearing his name, will 
recall to many the “buried treasure” 
method by which he advertised his 
publications in London a few years 
ago. 
It was announced that a tube con­ 
taining 500 sovereigns had been bur­ 
ied in some secret place, the clew to 
which was contained in a story pub­ 
lished in the Strand. 
The resulting 
excitement 
can 
be 
imagined. 
All 
England 
was turned 
upside 
down. 
Then came the announcement that 
another deposit of ten lots of £100 
each had been made. 
Something in the story seemed to 
point to Trafalgar square as 
the 
place where the treasure was buried, 
and the police had to be called out 
to stop the eager treasure hunters. 
Houses were pulled down, shops were 
invaded »by persons who insisted that 
they be allowed to burrow under the 
floors, and traffic was held up while 
the gold crazy horde measured off 
distances with a tape.

How Ballot Title Rends. 


<W. D. Cardwell, attorney for the re- 


submission petitioners, obtained from 
the Attorney General in Gutbrie to- 
day a ballot to the initiated propo- 
sition proposing to repeal state-wide 
prohibition and substitute local option 
and high license. 
The question, he 


says, will be submitted to the vot- 
ers at the general election in Novem- 
ber. The ballot title reads:

shall license the sale of liquors to 
be consumed on the premises, at cost' 


of $2,000 per year, and the sale in 
original packages not to be there con. 
sumed, at cost of $500 per year for 
each license, with restrictions as to 
Sunday and mid-night closing, pro- 
hibiting treating and other restric- 
tions, and repeal the present separate 
article 
of constitution 
relating to 


prohibition adopted at statehood."

It is questionable whether

included the other states officers,
